They
arc as follows: first, the school library
must contain at least 200 volumes suit
able for earning out the state course of
stud) ; second, the teacher must hold
first grade certificate, or higher and
must receive not less than $85 per month
third, the teacher must have had four
)ears of high school work or its equiv-

alent; fourth, the school must hold at
least four community meetings during
the )car; fifth, a score of at least ninety
points mu- -t have been made on the reg-

ular dail) attendance card.
